The, following Memorial was prefented to the 


. States General on the roth patt, by the Count 
d’Affiy, Ambaffador of France : 
High atd Mighty Lords, 

HERE are ar this time at Amfter- 
dam iron cannon and balls of dif- 
ferent fizes belonging to the King 
my matter. Upon the report 
which L made to his Majetty, that 

our High Mightineffes made a dif- 
ficulty of fuffering them to be carried out of your 
country, he has commanded me to reprefent how 
contrary this refufal is to the neutrality which 
your High Mighrinefles have embraced. 

Your High Mightineffes ‘will be pleafed to re- 
member, that, during the whole courfe of this 
war, the King has required nothing from your 
friendhhip, that was inconiiftent with the ftriett 
impartiality ; and if his Majetty has departed from 
the engagements that fubfifted between him and 
your High Mightinefles, it was by granting the 
moft effential and lucrative favours to the com- 
merce of your fubjects, who would now have 
been in. poffeflion of the immenfe advantages 
which the prudence of your refolutions had pro- 
cured for comm, had they not been difturbed in 
it, in violation of the faith of the molt folemn 
treaties, by the enemies of the King my matter, 
and your rivals in trade. 

I fhall not enter into a circumftantial detail of 
the afliftance which our enemies, ome 
the behaviour to your republick, have derive 
from the trade of your fubjects, and the protec. 
tion which their efte&ts have found in the.territo- 
ry of the republick. I cannot, however, forbear 
taking notice, High and Mighty Lords, that the 


artillery, ftores, and gun-powder, that was at We- 


fel, were depofited in the United Provinces; that 
every body knows how little the Hanoverian army 
refpe@ed the.territory of the republick on occa- 
fion of their pafling the Rhine, and the circum- 
ftances that préceded and followed that event. 

Ir is alfo known, that when that army was 0- 

the i had recourfe to the 
only me of faving a great part of their fick 
and wounded, whom they were obliged to leave 
behind, from falling into our hands, by putting 
them into boats, and fending them. to places whi- 
thet they: knew that our refpect for the neutrality 
of the republick would nor fuffer us to follow 
them: It was at this time that the Hanoverian 
army faved moft of the ey that wasin their ma- 
gazines, a part of which is ftill laid up in fome 
towns of the Republick. Our enemies have alfo 
purchaféd, and contracted for very confiderable 
quantities of .gun-powder in the United Provin- 
ces, 

Thefe and féeveral other circumttances miglit 
have been made the fubject of the juttett com- 
plaints; butshe King did nor think proper to re- 

uire that the freedom and iridependency of the 
ubjects of the Republick fhould be reftrained in 
branches of ttade that are not inconfiftent with 
its neutrality, becaufe he is perfuaded, that the 
faith of an engagement ought to be inviolably 
preferved, notwithftanding fome accidental and 
tranfient difadvantages. Add to this, that his 
Majefty, being informed of the ptefent critical 
ftate of, the Republick, was defirous of giving 
our High Mightineffes an effential proof of his 
Fiendthip, by ordering the Generals of his army, 
carefully to avoid encroaching on the tetritory of 
the Republick, and transferring thither the theatre 
of war, when the enemy's Generals, before they 
were forced to repafs the Rhinc, feemed to fhun 
the King’s army. 

Your High Migttineffes will certainly acknow- 
ledge, that after fuch marks of regard on the 
part of the King, his Majefty would have the 
jutteft ground of complains, if, contrary to expec- 
tation, he fhould hear that the cannon and balls 
belonging to him, which are at Amfterdam, were 
detained there; and that he could nor help re- 
garding fuch a proceeding as a violation of the 
neutrality which your High Mightineffes baye fo- 
lemnly engaged to obferve, whilft the enemy, un- 
der cover of this neutrality, draw from the fub- 
jets of your Republick the fuccours they want. 

I therefore demand, in the name of the King 
mry mafter, that your High Mightineffes will be 
Pleafed to give the moft efficacious orders, that

the artillery and balls in queftion may be carried 
without rt fk by the canals of Amfterdam, and 
the inland navigation to Flanders. Your ni 
Mightineffes will doubtlefs not hefitate about this 
juft demand, fo agreeable to Your known ‘equity 
and your graretul fenfe-of repeated marks of in- 
variable friendfhip, given you by the’ King my 
mafter; difregarding the imperious and ground- 
lefs pretenfions of a neighbouring and ‘jealous 
power, which, not-content with interruptiag your 
navigation and commerce, pretends to giye Jaw 
in the bofom of your ftare, and whofe national 
fyftem tends to ruin your fubjeats, if if cannot 
make them fhare in the calamities and dangers 
of the war. England will noz.accomplifh this ; 
and your High Mightinefles will prove to all Ew- 
rope, that nothing can make them depart from 
that moft impartial neutralicry which they have em- 
braced, by giving the King my matter, the fpee- 
dieft and moft ample fatisfa&ion where he is fo 
much entitled to it; by leaving, to your fubjects 
that liberty which is neceflary to their trade ; and 
by granting them ‘that protection which the fy- 
ftem and proceedings of the Englifh render in- 
defpenfable. 


Tranflation of a lette? from a gentleman at Ha- 
nover tohis friend at Londen, dated Hanover, 
OF. 12. : 
“ IF ever the French troops, incontempt of the 

laws of war, gave the lieto their nation’s boat 

of furpaffing all Europe in humanity, it was on 
occafion of the retreat of flight which they were 
forced to make after the memorable battle of 

Minden or Tonhaufen.

On the 14th inflane 300 of the enemy attacked. 
Our pott upon the bridge of Oberlimb, which was 
guarded by 20 hunters, and 40 grenadiers of Ge- 
neral Wagenheim’s corps. The hunters, who 
were foremoft, were obliged to give way to the 
fuperior force of the enemy, and retired to the 
Srenadiers; but Lieutenant de Thun, who. com- 
manded that pott, found means to rally: them, 
and, with the hunters and grenadiers together; 
attacked the enemy, and obliged them to retie 
with the lofs of feven killed and feveral wounded ; 
by which he maintained his pott. Prince Ferdi- 
nand was fo well fatisfied with the behaviour of 
om de Thun, that he made him a handfome pre-- 
ent. 

The Magdeburgh Gazette of the 24d of Oc&o~ 
ber fays, ‘** The armies in Silefia were ftill in the 
fame pofition on the 17th. We are informed: 
that Major-general Werner having been detached 
to Upper Silefia, hath cleared that country of Au- 
ftrians, after obliging them to raife the blockade’ 
of Caflel. , 

*« In Saxony no change has been made in the’ 
pofition of the armies, The great fuperiority of 
that of Marfhal Daun enabling him to fend out 
large detachments, both towards Grimma and to 
Dahlen, near Torgau, and behind Prince Henry's!

On the 4th our batteries at Poidt Levi be- 
gan to play, by which the town was feven times

thod to force a furrender, we, on the 3 ift, took 
the troops from thence in order to attack (in 
conjunétion with thofe at Montmorency) the French 
lines, but after rowing off and on along the fhore 
for feven hours, the enemy cannonading and bom- 
barding our boats, we laid two collier fhips, for- 
tified for that purpofe, on fhore, and under co- 
ver of the Centurion, and four cannon at Mont- 
fhorency, We landed the trdops and attacked the 
enemy; but a clofe fire from their trenches foon 
sooral us to retreat. Our lofs here amounted to 

00 killed or wounded, and thetwo collier fhips 
a on fire and burnt 

On the sth Auguft, the Sutherland and five o- 
ther veflels pafled the town in order to ftop the 
communication by water with the town; and on 
the sth, a a flat-bottomed boats with 1300 
troops under the command of Brigadier Genera! 
Murray, paffed the town, and made two attempts 
to land at Point Tremble; but the enemy, as 
ulual, under cover of the woods and deeply en- 
trenched, made fuck a fire, as obliged us to e- 
treat with the lofs of 130 foldiers killed and wound- 
ed, 6 failors killed, and 20 wounded, 

On the oth we landed at St. ‘Crux, with thie lofs 
ef only 6 foldiers and 4 failors; here we en- 
campedand deftroyed the villages for 20 leagues 
above Quebeck. On the 19th we attacked Cham. 
bour, and deftroyed a magazine with military 
ftores, valued at 10,0001. and retreated to our 
boats without any lofs, wethen attacked an armed 
{chooner which we fet on fire and left her, and 
on the 26th we repafled the town, and landed the 
troops at Point Levi. On the sth Seprem- 
ber we brought off all the cannon and troops 
from Montmorency without the lofs of a man ; 
and on the 8th we again pafled the town with 
30 boats and 12 thips, and the army marched to
